Hello Don: 


Well, I also have one of these beasties and the card set that goes with 
it. There are a couple of tubes it doesn't test, like the 3B28 Xenon 
gas rectifiers and one or two more that I know of. 


It is indeed kinda heavy and bulky with the second case to store the 

cards. It is pretty well built and I like to think of it as a computerized 
tube tester. I pulled the cards for the tubes I keep in my spares inventory 
and keep them in the compartment with the tester. The rest are in the 
storage case in the basement. 


I hope you got the set of calibration cards and the calibration cell that 
stores in the cover right near the card punch for making new or replacement 
cards. Also the manuals are important - the programming manual is quite 
deceiving inasmuch as it doesn't tell you how to make cards, just the 
parameters for the different tubes it will test. 


I opened mine up and found, among other things, a big light bulb inside - 
guess its some kind of load or something. 


I must tell you that I just acquited it at the Gaithersburg hamfest and 

the only reason is because I was with my buddy who is a tube nut and he 

told me it was a very good deal because it had all the cards and the calibration 
cell. Also it is the 'B' model which uses a Zener diode in the calibration 

cell which is supposedly better. 


What will I do with it? Well, I also have a TV-2/BU which is really a cool 
piece of equipment - I just love all the metering - but I must confess that 
I still think the TV-7D/U is the most practical tube tester I can think 

of from the standppoint of utility and space it takes up when stored. I 
have a 3X5 card file of all the tubes in my spares inventory that lists 

the equipment in which they are used and how many I have in stock both 


new and tested used. I also noted the TV-7 settings on the cards so I 
don't have to look them up in the book every time. 


Hope these comments help.

Larry: 


A KWT6 is a 500 watt am/ssb/cw transciever covering the Freq of 2 thru 
30 Mhz. This Collins built system was used primarily as point to point 
communications by the Air Force in the 60s and 70s. It utilizes an IF 
common to both Receiver and Transmitter and was produced in numerous 
configurations, a hybrid of tubes and solid state devices (it was that 
period when one held advantages over the other and niether could do 
their required jobs as well as both of them). Think of this system as a 
general coverage KWS1 and 75A4 moodified and updated to transcieve and 
you'll be pretty close. 

It is an interesting system, but too contrary for most Ham operators 
of today but I have kept mine intact and ready to yell again once I get 
a decent antenna up on 75.

Hi Gang, 


I wonder if someone with an HQ-180 (orignal or 180A) could give me an audio 
report on their radio? I've been playing with my 180A this evening, and 
find that CW notes tend to sound buzzy on the higher frequency bands. If I 
listen to, e.g., the crystal calibrator signal, it sounds pure on the 
lowest frequency band, but develops a buzzier note at each higher band. On 
the highest frequency band, it's about a T8. 


I found that changing the 6C4 oscillator tube helped the problem, but even 
after trying several tubes I was unable to get a pure note. There's no hum 
on the power supply, and I've also tried swapping out the 6BE6 convertor 
and mixer tubes. The problem still exists when the AGC is turned off. 
Since everything seems fine on the lower frequencies, I'm pretty sure the 
problem (if there is a problem) isn't in an IF stage, audio stage, or 
detector. 


I'm wondering if the problem is inherent to the receiver? I'd appreciate 
some reports on other HQ-180s. Thanks.

Last weekend, I picked up 4 R390A receivers. The line up 
included 


1- 1968 Contract Ditmore-Freimuth (!!) 
1- 1967 Contract -as new- EAC (!!) 

1- Capehart 

1- Imperial 


Even though all were in above cosmetic condition with the 2 newer 
radios being as new, a quick examination revealed that they all had 
electronic problems. This weekend, I tackled the EAC. You R390A 
enthusiasts might save for future reference: 


Problem #1 No Line audio out. 
This was simply a broken ground wire on the LOCAL volume control. 


Problem #2 A second beat note on strong signals. Most evident when 
using the BFO. 
The cause of the problem was what turned out to be a bad PTO with I 
replaced with one of the 2 Progresstron PTO's I have left (They are 
the best PTOs). 


Problem #3 Low sensitivity 

Did a quick module swap of the IF and audio/regulator boards which 
failed to turn up anything. I tested all the tubes in the radio. 
Straightned the pins, cleaned the glass, tightned the screws holding 
the tube sockets then applied de-oxit to the pins and reinstalled the 
tested tubes. Performed an IF alignment which helped some. Of 
course, that did not fix it. 


Checked the output of the PTO, ist and 2nd xtal oscillators measured 
at the various mixers. All were with tolerance. 


Did a stage gain analysis and found that the 2-3 mHz IF had a great 
deal of loss. Found capacitor, C292-2 inside of Z216-2, one of the 
variable IF cans leaking. Replaced it and bingo, up it came. This 
is the 2nd time I have heard of one of the caps internal to one of 
those cans fail and cause low sensitivity. 


Finished out by doing most of the things I usually do to the 
receivers during restoration. 


Bottom line, this one is a real keeper. Not so much as a worn spot 
on it let alone a scratch. The paint on the knobs is not even worn. 
After alignment and proper setting of the IF gain, this R390A joins a 
very exclusive club: The under .1uv sensitivity for 10db S/N + N in 
AM, 4kc filter. This one came out to .085 on the HP-8640B/HP-3400A 
combo. I have only seen 3 other R390A's break that barrier. 


A properly operating R390A RF deck that is correctly aligned is easy 
to spot. Simply tune the receiver to 4.5 mHz, remove the antenna and 
rotate the antenna trimmer control. You should hear the receiver 
peak on its own internal noise. 


The second item which I see on nearly every radio which holds back 
sensitivity is the IF gain pot set too high. Here is a quick an 
dirty way to set it: 


Assuming you have a properly aligned RF deck as above and you can 
peak on the internal noise using the ANT TRIM control and with no 
antenna connected, the IF gain pot should be set next. 


With the antenna still disconnected and the noise peaked using the 
ANT TRIM, set the LINE METER switch to -10 and set the LINE GAIN pot 
to full CW or "10." 


Note the IF GAIN pot mounted on top of the IF Sub-chassis. This 
is the chassis directly behind the front panel BANDWIDTH and BFO 
PITCH controls. First mark where the pot is currently set. Now, 
adjust the IF GAIN pot such that the LINE LEVEL meter reads 
between -10 and -8. 


Don't be confused into thinking that you have reduced the 
sensitivity of the receiver. The reverse is true. The R390A RF 
decks are very effective and should be tasked with doing the lions 
share of the signal amplification work. Dropping the IF Gain to the 
setting I have outlined above will simply drop the system noise 
figure. 


You will find that even the weakest stations seemingly "jump" out of 
quiet bands. 


If you have access to a signal generator and know how to do a 

10db S/N + N sensitivity test, you can "massage" the IF gain control 
for best IF gain/lowest noise/best sensitivity using the front panel 
LINE LEVEL meter as an indicator. 


To break the .5uv 10db S/N + N barrier, EVERYTHING has to operating 
properly and the RF AND IF Decks properly aligned. Any noisy or of 


gain tubes culled out. Figures in the .18 - .2uv range are fairly 
common, say.... 4 in 10. .12 - .15uv will be 2 in 10 and < .1uv are 
1 in 50. 


A good test is to tune up to 15.009 at about 1730 UTC. That is the 
frequency of the Voice of Vietnam - direct. If you can hear audio out 
of that, your radio is probably ok. Radio Tahiti on 15.167 at about 
0300 UTC is another good test. 


The 15 mHz band is not noisy and the utility of a receiver as 
that is as sensitive and quiet as a properly operating R390A will be 
very evident. 


So much for the naysayers who carp about not needing 
sensitivity on the HF bands....

Another approach to Ben Hall's info: 


Last Fall I received an untimely lesson in furnace replacement (how come they 
never poop out in the summer?). A very helpful fellow at my favorite plumbing 
and heating supply shop gave me a quick lesson on how they ‘do' sheet metal out 
in the field. It's directly applicable to our enclosure needs. 


First, galvanized metal sheet is readily available at your local plumbing & 
heating shop - cheap too. 


The pros use some stuff called 'S-Channel' to make joints and corners. They 
even use the S-Channel as a bending brake. Some explanation: The S-Channel is 
a 5' long by appx 1" wide hunk of galvanized. From the end it looks like a 
flattened "S". You can slide a piece of flat stock in on either side to forma 
joint, then drill thru the whole mess & stick in a sheet metal screw to secure 
it. 


A crude picture (viewed from the end): *x = the S-channel, ---- = the flat 
stock

To use as a bending brake, they simply slide the S-Channel over the flat stock, 
and use a couple of vice grips to clamp the S-Channel to the stock and as 
handles to bend the stock - of course you can only bend abt 1" of the end, but 
we're usually looking to make a corner anywho, and it's perfect for the corner 
transition into a hunk of S-Channel 


To make a too long story a bit longer... Find your local P&H jobber, get 
yourself a quick lesson like I did. I also picked up a couple of real good tin 
snips and shears that make the cutting a snap. Bottom line: we had heat last 
winter, and I've added a nifty technique to make good looking enclosures, 
chassis, etc. (cheap too!)

Hi! 


Wanted to add that many of the larger duct fabrication houses have 
aluminium stock, too--and you can quite often buy scrap or small pieces 
affordably from them. 

S-channel sounds like decent stuff. Small enclosures, it's possible to 
fake up a brake with angle iron, C-clamps and random bits of (hard) wood. 
Bigger stuff can require fancier tools, which the use of S-channel could 
eliminate. (You'll also find use of C-channel in joining duct. It's not 
as nice, requiring folding back the adjoining edges of sheets to be 
joined, and is likely not as strong. Also nasty to remove; don't ask how 
I know). 

Galvanized sheet metal really should be degreased and painted, 
especially the cut edges. Otherwise it likes to rust. And (let's all 
sing it together!), it is wise to use toothy washers anyplace you want a 
chassis ground, especially working with aluminium.
